Art in America: A Radio Program 


By René D’Harnoncourt, Director of Program. American Federation of Arts, 
New York Office, 40 East 49th Street 


there have already been local programs by art museums. It will be 

broadcast by station WJZ over a national network and it is part of the 
National Broadcasting Company’s program of cooperation with the National 
Advisory Council on Radio in Education. 

The initiation of the program by the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs insures.a tremendous audience among the two and one-half million 
clubwomen of the country. The program has been organized by the American 
Federation of Arts, under a grant from the Carnegie Corporation, and with 
the cooperation of the National Advisory Council on Radio in Education, the 
Art Institute of Chicago, the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and the Museum 
of Modern Art. 

Endorsing organizations include: The American Library Association, 
The National Gallery of Art in Washington; The American Association of 
Museums, and art museums all over the country, including some of the out- 
standing university and college art departments ; The American Association 
for Adult Education; The College Art Association; The American Artists 
Professional League ; important regional art associations, and others. 

The first half of the series will start February 3 and continue each Satur- 
day night through May 19; it will cover the Arts in America up to the middle 
of the nineteenth century. The second group will be presented from Septem- 
ber, 1934, until midwinter and will cover the subject from the latter part of 
the nineteenth century to the present. 

Two manuals, which will be published in connection with the “Art in 
America” program, will constitute important contributions to books on Amer- 
ican art ; they promise to be of great value as check lists and handy references 
for the librarian. 

Both manuals will be published by the University of Chicago Press, the 
first to be issued on January 23 in paper for one dollar. If enough librarians 


_ \ in America” will be the first national broadcast on art, although 
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request it, a cloth edition at one-fifty will be published. Write the press at 
once if you wish cloth. The title of both manuals will be the same—Art in 
America. They will serve as handbooks for listeners and for preliminary 
preparation for the program. 

The first manual contains an introduction and summaries of the sixteen 
programs. It has fifty-six pages of pictures and text, eighty illustrations 
(eight of them full-page reproductions in color) representing not only paint- 
ing and sculpture but also interiors and architecture. The bibliography of 
forty-seven titles affords a reading list on American art which will be of aid 
to librarians in answering requests from listeners to the national broadcast. 
A list of distinguished paintings by American artists in the possession of 
American museums is included. 

Mr. Harold Stark, in cooperation with the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
has compiled and written the text of the first manual. Mr. Stark was for one 
year on the decorative arts staff of the Metropolitan Museum of Arts and 
for two years was assistant director of the-Minneapolis Institute of Arts. 
He will be one of the major figures in the broadcasting program. 

The following suggestions are means by which librarians can cooperate in 
making the program active in their own communities : 

. Announce lectures, subjects, etc. 

. Prepare correlated exhibits of prints and books to stimulate interest. 

. Urge local book critics to mention books dealing with subjects. 

. Prepare special shelves of books and articles dealing with the subjects, 
following bibliography in the manual. 

. If a radio is available, set aside a room for those who wish to hear 
broadcasts but have no radio.

Meeting New Demands in Adult Education 


are responsible for new demands for simple reading materials, and for 
information on informal educational methods, according to reports re- 
ceived at A. L. A. Headquarters from many libraries. 

To meet the demand, the American Library Association and the American 
Association for Adult Education, with the endorsement of the Commissioner 
of Education of the United States, have undertaken the preparation of lists 
of books and pamphlets for adults with limited reading ability. The lists are 
being compiled in the New York Public Library under the immediate super- 
vision of Doris Hoit, and the general direction of F. F. Hopper, Chairman 
of the A. L. A. Board on the Library and Adult Education. Announcement 
of publication and distribution plans will be made as soon as possible. 

In the meantime, what helps are available for the librarian who has no 
readers’ adviser to whom to turn? 

Readable books in many subjects, a study and a list, by Emma Felsenthal 
(A. L. A., 1929, 40c, paper) is still useful for many subjects. It is sup- 
plemented in special fields by Available reading material for native-born adult 
illiterates and near-illiterates, by John Chancellor (U. S. Bureau of Prisons, 
1933, mimeographed, free) and by Easy books for new Americans (A. L. A., 
1926, out of print but available in many libraries) and Reading service to the 
foreign born (A. L. A., 1929, 75c) both compiled by the A. L. A. Committee 
on Work with the Foreign Born. 

For many subjects, the simple but authoritative book is still to be written 
or published. Pamphlets may then perhaps meet the need. The Booklist is 
therefore including in almost every number a list of “Free and Inexpensive 
Material,” or editorial comment on selected pamphlets. See especially “‘Pam- 
phleteering,” in the Booklist for March, and page 106 in December, 1933.
